Washington's plans.to rearm Western Ger- 
many, that the London-Paris pacts not only encourage a re- 
vival of Nazism—but propose to arm it with atomic weapons. 


Knowland’s war-now. proposals against China should 
not be permitted to obscure.the dangers that lie in Admin- 
istration —and in fact bi-partisan—program on Germany. 
The CIO convention vigorously denounced Know- 
landism and charged the Knowland policy “could have 
only one inevitable result—the outbreak of immoral, so- 
called preventive war and the ultimate destruction of 


. civilization. ° 

“The CIO commended Eisenhower for turning down 
Knowland’s blockade proposal but warned the Adminis- 
tration not to “compromise with the Knowlands.” What 
the convention did not see was that the entire cold war 
policy—especially the London-Paris bees on Germany— 
are a “compromise with the Knowlands” in anotaer crucial 
part of the world. The convention expressed concern over 
arming “the historically dangerous German military caste,” 
but did not see that if this is to be prevented, negotiations 
‘need to be undertaken with the Soviet Union now—not 
later—and the London-Paris pacts need to be rejected 
when they come up before the new Senate. 


The argument that it would be easier to negotiate after 
the Paris Pacts are ratified, is a false one, deliberately so. 
It is far easier to negotiate in order to forestall an evil 
than to negotiate to undo an evil already in existence. 


THE HOUSING CRISIS 


We believe that meetings in which voters and tep- 
resentatives of their organizations participate, together 
withthe men and women they have elected, is an extremely 
important and beneficial form of political action. 

We were especially gratified when the Citizens Emer- 
gency Legislative Conference held Saturday on the call 
of Rep. Adam Clayton Powell (D-NY), taking cognizance 
of the increase of tenement fires, turned into an action 
conference aimed at doing something immediately to rem- 
edy a shameful and dangerous situation. __. 

As Rep. Powell pointed out to more than 500°dele- 
gates, 1954 has already surpassed other years in lives lost 
and property damaged Even as the conference deliber- 
ated, crowds were gathering two blocks away to look at 
the ruins of two buildings gutted early Saturday morn- 
ing in a fire in which one man lost his life. 

The decisions that came out of that conference can- 
not fail to win the sup pport of all progressive-minded New 


Yorkers. These included 
1. A delegation to call on Commissioner Gilroy of 


‘Housing and Buildings this morning to discuss a remedial 
program. — 

2. A call for representatives of tenants’ groups to go 
before the city council study. committee considering revi- 
sion of the multiple dwelling law and demand amend- 
ments in the interest of tenants. 

3, A decision to call another meeting bind Jan. 1 
to lay plans for a Harlem-wide tenants strike against land- 
lords. who fail to remove violations. and thus endan ger 
_ the lives and-property of their tenants. 

The eventual solution of New York's housing crisis 
lies in. low rent public housing, as many speakers declared. 
But pen that, there is much that should and can be 
done, including the ‘maximum. punishment for. negilgent 
landlords and the employment of a sufficient number of- 


inspectors.

Breitenstein and Theodore T. 
Sindell. 

. This action comes close on the 
heels of an eight-day court hear- 
ing in which the Ohio Smith Act 
defendants presented their chal- 
lenge to Federal jury set-up here. 

In a major criminal trial involv- 
ing 20 defendants which followed 
the Smith Act court hearings, the 
defendants also challenged the 
Federal jury set-up and advanced 
the same reasons already given in 
the Smith Act challenge. 

Deep-going dissatisfaction with 
the lily-white, blue-ribbon Federal 
juries exists among lawyers with 
civilian as well as criminal eases.
